So, it's hard to tell exactly who 
supports the Convention and who does not. 

previously. Senators Lott (MS) and Inhofe (OK) have confirmed their opposition. On the 
other hand. Senators Biden and Lugar, Chairman and Ranking Member, respectively, of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee, support the Convention, but it is not yet clear 
whether they will bring it up this year. 

According to Senator Murkowski's staff, the Senator is getting Alaska constituent mail on 
both sides of ratification. A majority supports approval. 

I think we can expect some opposition in Alaska if you support the Convention. There are 
some Alaskans who believe that the US has failed to assert its sovereign rights to Wrangel 
Island and certain other islands owned by Rus sia. These individuals can be expected to 
oppose ratification of the Convention for fear of losing US sovereignty. 

I know from precious experience Chat these folks can be quite vigorous in their 
opposition. However, most experts believe that, in the absence of US approval of the 
Convention, we would have to assert our rights unilaterally. For these reasons, they 
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favor the Convention, because it creates a forum for adjudicating claims in a quasi 
judicial maimer.

As Peruvian President Alan Garcia has estimated, the total cost of infrastructure 
rehabilitation which will be needed in the coastal regions devastated by the quake will be as much as $220 
million. Bureaucracy and red tape has already ensnarled the road heading back, compounding the 
humanitarian crisis and slowing the distribution of the relatively modest funds that already have arrived.

In short this office was not informed of the deployment of the 15 members from the AANG to Afghanistan 

We regretted the funeral because this is a monthly ceremony that the base does and was not specific to any one 
individual that was killed in action. These ceremonies's occurs once a month and this one in particular was for the 
active duty Army component not for the ANG troops.

There are three types of events where families and organizations honor our fallen troops: 
funerals, memorial services, and ceremonies. Funerals and memorial services are 
sponsored by the family and protocol is directed by the family. This includes where the 
event will be held and who will be invited. Ceremonies are controlled by 3 r party 
individuals. These events may honor one or multiple fallen warriors, by name or by 
affiliation. 

On August 30, 2007 Fort Richardson Rear Detachment, 4^ Brigade Combat Team led a 
Unit Memorial Ceremony to honor their coworkers who died overseas. This event has 
been happening about once a month due to the high number of casualties the 4/25 has 
taken while deployed to Iraq. 

The Rear Detachment Commander, Captain Brent Fogelmari, contacted protocol to invite 
their preferred list of dignitaries to attend the event. Unfortunately we have had five 
fatalities of Alaska National Guard members in the War on Terror. These have all 
occurred before August 2006. From this time the active duty component has suffered 
losses and therefore controls all memorial type events. 

During the previous administration, advance notice of Soldier casualties was given 
directly to the Governor by the United States Army Alaska Commander. The previous 
administration violated the confidential release requirements set to protect the loved ones 
of the fallen S oldier. Due to this violation the United States Army Alaska will no longer 
provide/ release sensitive information. 

The Alaska Department of Military and Veterans Affairs is in regular contact with the 
United States Army Alaska protocol office to make sure lists are kept current and the 
appropriate staffers are included on each list DMVA is often not invited to the same 
events as the Governor and we recognize the importance to have clear, dependable 
contacts in the Governor's office for timely notification by United States Army Alaska. 
The Office of the Governor is notified through Governor Palin's scheduler and the regret 
email concerning yesterday's unit memorial ceremony is attached. 

Deployment Updates and Communication to the Office of the Governor 

Until this week there is has been successful communication between our two offices to 
make sure proper notification is given for the Governor to maximize every opportunity to 
be with her troops, the Alaska National Guard. 

The National Guard "joint operations center" gathers force allocation data and distributes 
this to division leaders and the Office of the Commissioner. This report provides a one 
stop source for how many Soldiers and Airmen are deployed, where they are deployed to, 
and what unit is being tasked. 
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Unfortunately the Air Guard deployment to Afghanistan was not added to this report. I 
am very sensitive to providing Governor Palin with every opportunity to support her 
troops and I have already directed Air Guard leadership to ensure the proper notification 
will take place to alert Governor Palin in a timely fashion. 

I am taking personal responsibility for these actions and you may see command structure 
changes due to these mistakes.

I have noticed throughout the years that 
hunting seasons are getting shorter, access to prime hunting areas is restricted, bag 
limits on animals is decreasing and overall the hunts cost a lot more money. As a child I 
remember going out with my dad and hunting for moose and caribou and this was how he fed 
the family. If we did not get anything that year, times were tough. But we ate good 
every night on the years we did get something. mrnWhat this is all leading up to is that I 
am wondering what exactly the long term goal of the Governor is and the Department of Fish 
and Game. It would appear that it is to erradicate hunting from the poor and make it only 
affordable for the rich as well as decrease state population. Tier II programs don't 
work. I have applied many times in the past when I could barely afford to feed my family 
and was denied every time. Only when my father was alive and I could claim his time 
hunting as part! 

of my own did I actually get a Tier II permit. And even then I could not afford to go 
hunt and harvest an animal with it.rnrnThis year they have done it again and have 
shortened hunting season in particular in Unit 14 and IS. 10 days may not seem like much 
but when that is the time of year that the bulls come down out of the mountains, well that 
10 days means everything. Moose shot prior to that are usually spikes or forks. They are 
limited in number as well as the quantity of meat. I would like to know if they are going 
to trim the 11 days off the other end next year from August 20th to September 1st as they 
have already done in many other units that are actually accessible without an $80,000 
airplane or a guide service. Then when the unit is accessible, they make the regulations 
and the hunt almost impossible. I challenge you or any other ordinary person to look 
through a set of binoculars and look at a moose head and tell me how big the rack is 
within 6 inches . B 1

Subject: Law of the Sea/Offshore Claims 

Per your request for ongoing developments, below is a brief summary which 
appeared in Greenwire concerning the effort by various nations to map and claim 
submerged lands beneath the Arctic Ocean. 

ARCTIC: U.S. maps ocean floor ahead of claims 

Researchers sailed through the Arctic Circle last week mapping the ocean floor in 
preparation for the time when climate change will open up the North Pole's natural 
resources. 

Using sonar and other mapping devices, the researchers charted a submerged 
plateau called the Chukchi Cap, part of a region in the Arctic Circle that may hold a 
quarter of the world's oil and natural gas reserves. 

The gradual warming of the Arctic is preventing more and more ice from forming 
every year, allowing for feasible exploitation of the region's natural resources in the 
near future. 

This is the third U.S. mapping mission in the Arctic Circle since 2003. The current 
mission aboard the U.S. Coast Guard icebreaker Healy comes as the countries 
around the Arctic Circle are all attempting to assert their mineral claims in the 
region under provisions of the 1982 U.N. Convention on the Law of the Sea. 

The United States has not ratified the treaty, but Russia's recent mission under the 
polar ice cap and the Canadian military's assertion of its presence in the Arctic is 
propelling greater interest in staking the country's own claim in the region. 

"It is a little overheated to sa;-- this is now a race to the Arctic," said John Bellinger, 
legal adviser to the U.S. secretary of state. "At the same time, we are very much 
aware that other countries, most particularly Russia, have been exercising their 
rights under the Law of the Sea Convention" (Robert Lee Hotz, Wall Street Journal 
[subscription required], Aug. 31). 

Arctic claims should be lawful, Germany says 

Germany warned other countries last week that no nation should break 
international law in an attempt to claim the Arctic's natural resources. 

"I very much believe that everybody should respect international law," German 
Foreign Minister Frank-Walter Steinmeier said last week. "The North Pole is not a 
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law-free zone, there are international accords which must be respected by all 
nations who have interests here." 

Last month, Russian explorers planted a ceremonial flag on the floor of the Arctic 
Circle as a statement of its claim, but Steinmeier said that "spectacular exploits 
mean very little" (Agence France-Presse, Aug. 28). 

Only Russia, Sweden have made claims 

Despite the posturing of the Arctic's five border countries for mineral claims under 
the Law of the Sea, only two - Russia and Norway - have made claims in the 
region. 

The five countries, which include Canada, Denmark via Greenland and the United 
States, can all makes claims beyond their territorial boundary 200 miles offshore if 
they can prove those claims exist on their continental shelves. 

Norway has laid claims to the seabed around the Svalbard archipelago and part of 
the Norwegian Sea. Those claims plus Russia's represent the only definitive claims 
in the Arctic Circle (Agence France-Presse, Aug. 31).
